The usually quiet town of Lancaster, 
the metropolis of the Antelope Valley, 
was a scene of animation when a H e r a l d 
rerorter, who tvas despatched to obtain 
particulars of the Fray raid, alighted 
from the 8outhern P&cifle cars just as 
the evening was setting in. 
liesidents 
of the surrounding ranches were congre­ 
gated in front of the stores discussing 
what had occurred, and when it became 
known th at the H e r a l d of that morning 
had foil particulars of the affair a rush 
was made for the train and the “ butcher" 
soon cleaned out of his last copy of the 
paper. 
As tho scribe wended his way 
over to the postoffice, the principal meet­ 
ing point in the town, he was astonished 
to see the tall form of Rony Crane, the 
victim of F ray’s raid, advancing to meet 
him as lie thought that that gentleman 
would surely have been one of those 
who were trailing down the law-breaker. 
It was not Rony’s fault however that he 
was not one of the posse, for he had 
been kept back by the citizens who were 
anxious to have Fray captured alive,and 
who knew that if Crane ever met him 
face to face the life of one or the other 
would be the forfeit. Rony , as stated in 
the account of the affair published in 
these columns, 
was absent from his 
reeidence at the time of Fray’s visit, 
but he had only been gone a few hours 
and witnessed from afar the destruction 
of his residence. 
He had gone up in the 
hills to one 
of 
his- 
cattle 
camps 
and 
by 
a 
streak 
of 
luck 
took his wife with him , a thing he had 
never 
done before; otherwise it is 
thought th a t she also might have fallen 
a victim to Fray’s rapacious vengeance. 
The ouarrel between the two men origi­ 
nated over a claim in the mountains, 
and it culminated one night in a bout of 
fisticuffs in which Crane proved to be the 
better m an and Fray thrashed to within 
an inch of his life, went off vowing ven­ 
geance on 
his formidable adversary. 
From th at time on the two men kept 
apart, Crane takiDg the precaution to be 
always “ fixed" for any sudden attack, 
for Fray had openly boasted that he in­ 
tended to kill Crane and carried a 
double-barreled shot gun with him con­ 
tinually for that purpose. 
Before Crane 
started on 
his 
camping expedition 
his 
wife 
noticed 
F ray’s 
dog 
in 
the bushes and said to her husband 
that something was wrong, and that Fray 
wtis skulking about somewhere. 
Al­ 
though knowing that this was possible, 
yet Crane did not deem it probable, and 
laughing away her fears, he hitched up a 
team and prepared for the journey. The 
country is rather wild there, and when 
people go on a trip in the mountains they 
do not takB anything very valuable with 
them, so v hen ( 'rane and his wife set out 
oil for the hills they were attired in the 
oldest of their raim ent and took nothing 
but a few blankets and cooking utensils. 
About three honra had elapsed after their 
departure when the flames were first 
noticed shooting heavenward and a few 
minutes later Flvnn was on the scene, 
but he now contradicts the statem ent re­ 
garding his conduct the other night. It is 
deemed by those who know him ' that 
when lie knew Fray was about he was 
not partienlarly interested in stopping 
the conflagration, and the shots fired 
only had the effect of making him vacate 
the spot quicker. Crane arrived on the 
scene only in time to witness the smould­ 
ering ruins, and those who saw him as 
he gazed on the wreck of his possessions 
say that his anger was terrible to wit- 
i. 
EVERYTHING HAD GONE, 
H o u b o , barn, haystack, furniture, jew­ 
elry and the prized ixissessions of many 
years, so it is not to be wondered at that 
he swore to take the life of the m an who 
had rcbbed him of his all. 
He dashed 
his spurs into his liorso’s sides, and as 
the moon was shining brightly, he had 
no difficulty in following the trail, which 
led down to a small lagoon situated 
in 
a crevice 
in 
the 
hills. 
Here 
Fray had endeavored to throw possible 
pursuers off the scent for he had waded 
to and fro and had tram pled up and 
down in an endeavor to elude any possi­ 
bility of it being discovered in which 
way he had turned. This of course 
baffled Crane, but he kept on his search 
and visited all of the places which he 
knew F ray frequented, but without suc­ 
cess and by the time the sun was high in 
the heavens his horee was played out 
and a halt was necessary. 
In the m ean­ 
time th e news of the affair had reached 
Lancaster, and after hastening to New- 
hall to obtain the necessary warrant, 
Constable Magee, accompanied by a 
num ber of citizens, set out in pursuit of 
Fray. It is 35 miles from Lancaster to 
the scene of the burning and about 15 
more to the dug-out on Frazier Mountain 
where Fray makes his headquarters, and 
while on their way to this spot they met 
Crane, who, armed with a Winchester, 
insisted on joining their ranks. 
Know­ 
ing that this meant ultimately having a 
dead m an on their hands, they refused 
to allow Crane to accompany them , and 
though he would not at first hearken to 
their 
arguments, 
he 
was 
finally 
persuaded 
to 
allow 
the 
law 
to 
take its course, and, accompanied by 
a friend he went to Lancaster to await 
the posse’s return. 
It was expected that 
they would arrive with their prisoner on 
Thursday night, and every time a * heel 
was heard turning or a horse’s footstep 
approaching those who were in waiting 
imagined that the expected party haa 
arrived. 
Daylight came but still they 
had not returned, and the day wore on 
and noon arrived without any sign of 
the expedition. About 2 o’clock a cloud 
of dust was seen in the distance, and the 
cry of “ Here they come" went up as 
evervone strained their eyes to see 
if the pursuit had been successful. 
At the thought of meetihg Fray, Crane’s 
wrath again arose and his friends tried to 
induce him to go over to the hotel for 
they feared that the quarrel would yet 
end in the cost of a hum an life. 
But he 
would not go and suddenly a “ By G------ 
they have’nt got him " came from one of 
the gazers, who with keener eyes than 


the others had been able to discern who 
was approaching. 
And so it proved 
rhe story that the constable and his 
party had to tell was an unsatisactory 
one. 
m a g k e ’s p u r s u i t . 
After leaving Lancaster on Tuesday 
night they had traveled with only 
an 
hour 
or 
two’s 
rest 
to 
Cow Springs on the easterly border 
of the Liebre ranch, and here they 
camped and enjoyed a few hours sleep 
before proceeding on the most hazardous 
and tedious part of their journey. 
By 10 
o’clock on Wednesday morning they were 
on their way again, and after passing the 
ruins of Crane’s house they proceeded 
to Bailey’s, a few miles farther up the 
cañón, and a place th at Fray was in the 
habit of frequenting. Y es! he had been 
there. H e had called the previous even­ 
ing and had read a newspaper, making 
no allusion, however, to any disturbance 
down 
in the valley. 
The 
people 
at Bailey’s did 
not 
know 
where 
he 
was 
then 
for 
he 
had 
gone off without stating which way 
he was traveling, so it was presumed 
that he was in the mountains. The 
topography of the country is very stern 
at this point; the hu^e m ountains close 
in on either side leaving but a small fer­ 
tile valley in their bosom, along wbieh 
may be seen glistening the (takes driven 
by the surveyors for the W ilbur Rail­ 
road. Deep gorges and steep csfions 
line either side of the road, and one of 
the most imposing of these natural bar­ 
riers is the one that Fray had selected 
for his headquarters, and was known as 
Frazier Mountain. Magee and his party 
arrived at this point just as the sun was 
setting, and they decided to encamp and 
snatch a few hours’ rest ere scaling its 
sides in the search for the fugitive. 
They were up early in the morning, and 
before the heat of the day had had time 
to make itself felt they were in sight of 
the cabin which Fray had erected as a 
shelter against the elements. They ap­ 
proached cautiously, but it showed no 
signs of habitation, and it * as evident 
that they would have to seek elsewhere 
One place was as good 
as 
another 
so they rode in and about the mountains 
and as they entered Sm ith’s cañón they 
saw a man on horseback riding toward 
them at a rapid pace. 
THEY RECOGNIZED FRAY

The County Road to Con­ 
nect With the S. P. 


THE 
SANTA 
MONICA 
LINE, 


W ashouts in Arizona Badly Delay 
Travel—The Sau Diego 
Short Line. 


Fray did not respond, but clapping his 
rowelfl into his horse’s sides started off at 
full gallop am id a fusilade from his 
would-be captors. They followed in hot 
pu rsuit, but Fray’s horse was the speedier 
and he gained on them at a rate that 
showed that his capture would be im ­ 
possible. H e w&b soon lo9t to sight amid 
i he defiles of a country w ith which he 
was well acquainted, and after an hour 
or so his pursuers decided to abandon 
the search. 
With tired horses they rode 
back to Lancaster, arriving, as before 
stated, at half-past two yesterday after­ 
noon. 
The Lancastrians were much excited 
at this recital, and someone suggesting 
that a fresh posse be at once formed, the 
idea was taken up with acclamation. 
Fresh 
horses 
were 
brought 
from 
surrounding 
stables, 
and 
in 
a 
few minutes twenty resolute men with 
guns in their 
hands and 
revolvers 
strapped by their sides, were ready for 
the trail. Crane insisted on being one 
of the party, and this time no objections 
were raised, so with Constable Magee in 
the van, the posse moved off about four 
o'clock, and was soon lost to sight amid 
the towering yuccas with which nature 
has dotted the surrounding country. This 
time it means business, as Crane knows 
the country just as well as Fray, and it 
will doubtless be a duel to the death 
when the two men meet. 
THE MAN THEY WANT. 
Frank Fray is about 3 5 years of age, 
and was born in Vallejo, w heie his 
father, a German 
by 
birth, is en­ 
gaged as 
a carpenter. 
H is 
pro­ 
per 
name 
is 
Frahm , 
but 
for 
some reason or the other he changed it 
to the one by which he is now known. 
He migrated 
to 
Southern California 
about a year ago and came to Los An­ 
geles aod here it is supposed he got 
“ busted," for he at one time worked for 
the American Bridge Company, an occu­ 
pation not well adapted to his tem pera­ 
ment. 
He had a bad record in the camp 
as he was continually going on drunks 
and then fighting, and in one of these 
encounters is said to have bitten his op­ 
ponent’s ear off. 
He gained a reputation 
as an unerring marksman, for during 
their moments of recreation the work­ 
men often indulged in pistol practice at 
a 
target, 
and 
Fray 
could 
spot 
the bull’s eye 
nearly 
every 
time. 
Tiring 
of ’ this 
kind 
of 
life 
he entered service as a vaquero, and re­ 
maining out on the plains was heard of 
no more until about eight mouths ago 
when he appeared one night in Los An­ 
geles drunk and mounted on a curveting 
broncho. 
W hile 
passing 
the Court 
House he saw an acquantance and rode 
his horse up the steps to greet him , turn­ 
ing when the police came to arrest him 
end galloping 
down the street, thus 
eluding capture. 
He disappeared then 
and the next heard of him was that he 
had established himself in the stern 
peaks of the country where he is now a 
fugitive from justice.

It 
was 
originally 
announced 
that 
the road would be in operation by July 
1st and the franchise was granted on 
these conditions, but several extensions 
of time have been made, the lim it now 
being October 9th. Mr. Shaw said, how­ 
ever, yesterday, to a H e r a l d man, that 
with the arrival of the balance of th e 
ties work would be at once commenced, 
and th at the road would be ready for 
travel by September 1st.

Shaw 
has 
just 
returned 
from San Francisco where he has been 
to make arrangements for a connection 
of hiB line at Burbank with the Southern 
Pacific track by means of a transfer 
switch. The necessary agreements have 
been made with Mr. Curtis, Superin­ 
tendent of Track, and the contracting 
papers will be sent here for signature 
next week and when this is done connec­ 
tion will be at once made.

fifty yards apart and a rail between 
these two points will be a great boon for 
the county road as it can then receive its 
supplies and material direct instead of 
under the unfavorable conditions exist­ 
ing at present.

The air was thick w ith these 
pasteboard missies as they were thrown 
about regardless of the hands into which 
they 
fell, 
and 
before 
the 
Con­ 
vention 
was 
called 
to 
order 
the 
list of those who had fallen in th e dust 
had been greatly increased. 
At a quar­ 
ter past nine o’clock the audience in the 
gallery looked with curiosity upon the 
gathering of the faithful in m any knots, 
which were united at a later hour. 
The 
corners, aisles and corridors were fully 
occupied, and from this time until half 
past nine o’clock the hum of many 
TJices filled the room. At half past nine 
o ’clock Judge Fitzgerald ham m ered on 
th e table, the small caucuses dissolved 
an d the Convention came to order. 
Judge Fitzgerald opened the proceed­ 
ings by reading a telegram from Mr. 
Geo. Hayford, of Santa Ana, stating that 
Col. E. Edwards was the grandfather of 
a bouncing boy. 
Col. Edwards having been called upon, 
said he thought the telegram was a joke, 
b u t if it was true he could assure every­ 
body that the boy was for H arrison and 
Morton. 
M r. Gilchrist, of Pasadena, moved that 
in the future all candidates be balloted 
lor, but a chorus of “ Noes” induced him 
him to withdraw the motion. 
The Chair then announced that nomi­ 
nations for Sheriff were in order, and, on 
motion, this was declared the order of 
business. 
Rev. J .T . Nourse, of Santa Ana, ob­ 
tained the floor, and with a very compli­ 
m entary speech, placed in nomination 
George T. Insley, of Santa Ana, who he 
said was sure to carry the day if nomi­ 
nated. 
Santa Ana had never asked a 
nomination before, and Mr. Insley was 
desired by the whole of the Southern part 
of the county, and on this ground alone 
h e should be nominated. 
Judge Haynes said it gave him a pleas­ 
ure to second the nomination of Mr. Ins- 
ley. 
H e thought the coun try should be 
recognized in the Convention by receiv­ 
ing the nomination for Sheriff. 
Mr. J. D. Ballard of Tustin, added his 
euolgies to those which had gone before, 
in favor of Insley. 
H is plea was also the 
country against the city. 
Mr. 8. Armour, of Orange, Col. Mudge, 
of Compton, ex-Sanator Maclay, of San 
Fernando seconded the nomination of 
M r. Insley. 
Mr. M aclay thought that 
th e country should be recognized in this 
yistance. 
Mr. A. Wagner, of Ravena, and Mr. 
Berry, of the First W ard, also seconded 
th e uom;nation of Mr. Insley. 
Judge Carpenter arose and said the 
nominations were not elections and the 
great trouble was th at people were put in 
nom ination 
who 
were 
not known. 
The 
city 
had 
some 
claim 
well a9 the country, and for this office 
a m an was wanted who would represent 
th e whole countv. 
The candidate he 
would nam e did not come from the 
country, nor was he backed by the hypo­ 
critical I roh ')ition party. 
He was a 
m an wl o, when ballot-boxes were in 
danger, and when rowdyism prevailed at 
th e primaries, devoted his whole energy 
and time to keeping the peace. 
His 
nam e was Jam es M. M eredith, and he 
represented the whole county. 
His 
nam e would not be presented by any 
section, and he should be the man 
selected. 
Mr. Barnum , of Pasadena, did not 
rise to nom inate or second, 
but he 
w anted to say that Pasadena had not 
entered into a combination with any 
cne. 
Ex-Governor J . J . Gosper said that 
th e Fourth W ard had a candidate. 
He 
was one who would carry with him the 
votes of the Spanish and had many Dem­ 
ocratic relatives. 
M artin Aguirre was 
th e m an to be used as a bait for Spanish 
votes in the political fish-pond. 
The lobby cheered when this nomina­ 
tion was made and it was whispered that 
th e peacefulness of the Convention had 
been settled and the caucus delegates 
seated upon the condition that the Fourth 
would nominate 
and support Martin 
Aguirre. Walter Moore cheered as loudlv 
•8 the rest of the lobby at this point. 
* 
Mr. W . I. Foley, of the Fourth, sec­ 
onded M artin Aguirre’s nomination and 
in tragic tones told tales of his deeds. 
H enry H azard also spoke in favor of 
M artin Aguirre and recounted a portion 
of his history and said that he repre­ 
sented the whole county of Los Angeles 
and'w as not pressed forward on any 
sectional claim. 
Mr. H azard was called 
to time at the end of three m inutes, but 
he managed to say th at M artin Aguirre 
should receive the nomination if only to 
capture the votes of the Spanish popula 
tion. 
Mr. A. E . Davis moved that the time 
for speeches be extended to ten minutes. 
No second. 
Mr. M. J . W aldheimer dwelt the full 
exten t of the time allowed him upon the 
m erits of M artin Aguirre. 
Col. Mudge, of Compton, pressed the 
claim s of the country against the city and 
dem anded the nomination of Mr. Inslev 
on behalf of the county. 
Judge G ottschalk said he was glad to 
see that there were so m any good men 
In the Republican raDks able to run for 
Sheriff, but he would nominate one who 
had carried every ward in this city, 
Judge R. lianney, who in the campaign 
would kiss every baby in the city. 
Mr. W. E. Dunn secondod the nomina­ 
tion of Judge Rannev. 
Mr. Pearson, of the First W ard, (col­ 
ored) said that in view of the unbound­ 
ed flow of eloquence which had poured 
from the lips of former orators he would 
m ake his speech in favor of Judge Ran- 
ney very short. 
If Judge Rannev was 
nominated 
he 
was 
bound 
to 
be 
elected. 
The nom inations were then closed and 
th e candidates were called upon to exhi­ 
bit them selves on the platform. 
Mr. Insley then pledged himself to 
support th e Republican ticket as select­ 
ed by the Republican Convention. 
Mr. J. M. 
Meredith 
and 
M artin 
-Aguirre and Jadge Ranney also endorsed 


the platform, and promised to support 
the ticket whether they were nominated 
or not. 
Judge 
Fitzgerald 
then 
appointed 
Messrs. Pendleton, Gates, Kelly and 
McLaughlin as tellers, and the first bal­ 
lot resulted as follows:

Necessary to a choice, 129. No choice. 
Mr. John Lovell moved to adjourn to 
2 o’clock, and after a vote. Judge Fitz- 
f 
;erald decided that the motion had been 
ost. 
The roll was called for, but before the 
Secretary could read, another motion to 
adjourn was made. This was declared 
out of order. 
The roll call resulted in 207 “ noes” 
and 43 in favor of adjournment. 
The 
country voted almost solidly against ad­ 
journm ent and the city by the time it 
was reached had changed "its mind and 
voted the same way. The opinion was 
that the city desired a recess to decide 
which should be its choice, Meredith or 
Aguirre. 
TH E FOURTH BALLOT.

Mr. Routan moved to adjourn to 1 :30 
o’clock. 
Carried and the warriors departed for 
lunch rooms as rapidly as possible. 


FIFTH BALLOT. 
As the balloting proceeded the confu­ 
sion got more and more exciting. 
After 
the noon recess the delegates were late 
in getting to their seats, and when Judge 
Fitzgerald rapped the assemblage to 
order manv of the seats were still vacant. 
A good deal of dispute arose as to 
whether further delay should be made, 
whether the delegates present should be 
allowed to cast the vote of those absent, 
or whether a vote should be taken and 
the absentees left out in the cold. Tho 
Chairman, in his usually clear-cut m an­ 
ner of doing things, declared that the roll 
should be called, and that delegates not 
present would have to answer for their 
neglect to their constituents. R ap ! ra p ! 
ra p ! went the Judge's big cudgel on the 
table. Buz! buz! buz! went the hum of 
excited conversation in the hall. Repeated 
appeals were made to the Sergeants-at- 
Arxns to do their d u ty ; but the three 
stalwart negroes did not seem anxious to 
be of service. 
Judge Fitzgerald an­ 
nounced that if these would not do their 
duty he would appoint others who would, 
or if such could not be found he would 
go down on the floor of the Convention 
and keep order himself. After some 
further delay Mr. Edelm an’s mellifluous 
voice was heard calling o u t: “ A-lost-a 
“ Al-a-ham bra!” 
W hen the roll 
w l . 
called and a round-up of the votes made 
Aguirre had 104, Insley 89, Meredith 5G, 
Gard 4—whole number of votes cast 252. 
At the taking of recess it was said 
that 
the 
adjournment 
boded 
no 
good 
to 
Aguirre, 
and 
th at 
a 
big pull 
would 
be made to work 
up a boom for Gard. The vote reported 
above indicates that there was little in 
such outgiving. M artin still had the 
lead and was setting a difficult pace for 
Insley to follow, while the Gard boom 
was of small proportions. I t was confi­ 
dently asserted that the sixth ballot 
would result in nominating the native 
Californian. 


TH E SIXTH BALLOT. 
The taking of the sixth ballot pro­ 
ceeded quietly enough until the whole 
roll was called and the result 
an­ 
nounced, when it appeared that Aguirre 
had the nomination, the vote standing 
Aguirre 172, M eredith 12, Inslev 72, Gard 
1. Major Gard moved to make "it unani­ 
mous, and the motion went like wild fire. 
Cheers and cries were made for Aguirre, 
and when Martin mounted the platform 
confusion 
ieigned 
supreme. 
Mr. 
Aguirre’s speech was not long nor rhe­ 
torical, but it was to the point. 
Judge 
Hazard took it upon himself to tell the 
convention how bappy he felt in the nom­ 
ination of Mr. Aguirre. 


COUNTY CLERK. 
The Chair announced that the next 
order of business would be the naming 
of a m an for County Clerk. 
Judge 
Haynes being recognized by the Chair, 
proceeded to make a rather long and a 
decidedly eulogistic speech on behalf of 
some one he was about to nam e. He 
was followed by other gentlemen who 
proceeded in the same fulsome strain of 
praise. As there was known to be but 
one m an before the Convention this long 
line of eulogy appears rather strange. 
Before the name of C. H. Dunsmoor 
passed the lips 
of 
any speaker all 
knew what was coming. 
There be­ 
ing but the 
one 
nam e of course 
the nomi nation was made by acclama 
tion. 
Mr. Dunsmoor being called for he 
appeared and made*a short speech. 
He 
closed by saying that if nominated he 
would so aim to perform the duties’ of 
his office as to meet with the approba­ 
tion of not only the Republican party, 
but of all citizens irrespective of party. 
It Mr. Dunsmoor does in the future as he 
has in the past in the performance of 
some of the functions of this important 
ollice, and that way suits the Republican 
party, then the Rebublican party is suit­ 
ed with the illegal disfranchise of citi­ 
zens. That the disfranchisement of the 
party voters will suit the Democratic party 
which suffers from 
Mr. Dun=moor’s 
tian3gressions, is beyond the wildest ef­ 
forts of any imagination less lurid than 
Mr. Dunsmoor’s. 


FOR AUDITOR 
The Convention having by acclamation 
nominated the great disfranchise!’, the 
Chair announced that nominations for 
Auditor were in order. Delegate Getchell 
named A. B. W hitney of Los Angeles. 
Judge Davis, of Downey, put Frank Ey 
of Anaheim before the Convention. 
As­ 
sistant City Attorney Dunn withdrew the 
name of Frank Lauterio, stating that as 
Aguirre was named for Sheriff, Mr. Lau­ 
terio did not consider the Spanish race 
entitled to further honors. Mr. Dunn then 
proceeded to name D. W. Hamlin, of the 
Azusa, for the office. Mr. Dunn, in his 
speech, gave the present incumbent of 
the Auditor’s office a rather vigorous rap 
over the sconce when he stated that if 
Mr. Ham lin were named he would see to 
it that no official levanted with the public 
funds. 
He forgot that Mr. Montafio 
while in office did not prevent the 
festive vaquero of San Fernando from 
levanting with touch public money. Mr. 


Dunn should not recall such little epi* 
sodes on the part of two such good R e­ 
publicans as the recent Tax Collector 
who levanted aud the Auditor who failed 
to prevent his to doing. 
Major 
Patrick S. 
Dorney, in his 
usual 
flowery 
style, 
seconded 
the 
nomination of Mr. Ey. 
Ah Frank is 
Mayor of Anaheim the erudite Major 
thought it proper to introduce a little of 
the vernacular of tho German people. 
The Major’s tongue is not quite up to the 
intricacies of the Teutonic tongue. 
He 
spoke of Mr. Ey beiug a watch-dog of 
the treasury, and closed with 
roir.e 
reference to “ Dy washt am R hein." 
That will not do for German, Major! 
The sylph-like shape and Antoaous 
features of Dad Biierly loomed upon 
the 
Convention 
to 
speak 
for 
Major H am lin. 
The 
three 
seekers 
for dubious honors came on the Btage 
in proper order, and spoke their little 
pieces. 
A ballot being taken, the count 
liowed that Ham lin had 121 votes, Ey 
95, W hitney 41—total votes cast 257; 
necessary to a choice 129. There was no 
election. Fair Oaks changed a vote to 
Hamlin, and no point of order being 
raised, other changes in the same di­ 
rection followed iu quick succeseion. 
When Pomona and 
Pasadena where 
reached, the stampede to tho big Azusa 
man was general, and when the city was 
called it became universal. The nom in­ 
ation was made 
unanimous. 
Major 
Hamlin came up and speke his senti­ 
ments. 
It is said that Frank E y’s pic­ 
ture and Major Downey’s bad German 
defeated tho genial Mayor of Anaheim. 


f o r r e c o r d e r . 
Some sensible delegate moved to lim it 
nominating speeches to three minutes. 
A still more sensible one amended to 
make it two m inutes; and the superla­ 
tive of sense wanted the lim it set at one 
minute. The three minute rule prevailed, 
only one delegate voting no. 
That was 
probably Ralph Hoyt, who never had 
enough "sense to keep his mouth shut. 
Judge Fitzgerald gave warning that ihe 
rule would be rigidly enforced. 
The Recorders office, it w..s mani­ 
fest, 
was 
regarded 
as 
a 
plum 
bv 
the 
office-seekers. 
The 
buz 
of voices was loud and sweet 
as bees 
all over the hall. The Chair i .-re called 
C. H . W hite, one of the di-tinguished 
Vice-Presidents to preside. It is no less a 
person than dapper Charlie W hite, the 
deft pasteboard manipulator of the South­ 
ern Pacific Company, who was called up­ 
on to stem what soon developed into a 
stormy current of debate.

He was for Francis, but 
seized the opportunity to announce that 
he did not belong to any faction, nor was 
he associated with any Ikjss.

After the storm was over ih e Recorder 
made a speech which was tame as any 
platitude.

The nomination of the District Attor­ 
ney was the next business.

Ralph Hoyt put him in nomination.1 
Among other elegant and sensible things 
said by Ralph of the foghorn tone, was 
that ninety-five per cent, of all the crim ­ 
inals in the country are Democrats. 
This arrant humbug said other things as 
h ue a n d a s im portant as this. 
He is

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THE LUCAS CASE. 


T e s t i m o n y o f E ll o n a n d o f T w o 
O t h e r . W U n e a s e * . 
The trial of the alleged detective A. J. 
Lucas, was commenced before Judge 
Cheney yesterday. The m orning was 
consumed in selecting a jury. 
Fifteen 
m en were challenged for cause. The 
jury as finally impaneled was made up 
of the following citizens: 
Byron W. 
Bates, \V. B. Scarborough, George E. 
Allen, F. 1*. Bowland, Franklin K. May 
lor, I. A. W illis, Ephriam Rider, i). 
Edson Srni h, G. A. M cElfresh, N. M. 
Johnson, Chauncey Smith and George 
E . Torry. Deputy District Attorney Dun 
lap conducts the case for the people and 
Colonel G. Wiley Wells and C. C. 
Stephens for the defense. 
The first witness was John R. Farrel 
of 833 South Olive street. 
He testified 
to his wife’s ownership of the purse 
w t ich forms the subject of the investiga' 
tion and which, it is charged, Detective 
Lucas received from Elton knowing that 
it wa,s stolen. This purse Mr. Farrel 
said was stolen from the room which he 
and his wife occupied on Temple street. 
The purse was a handsome silk affair 
and contained betweeu $20 and $30. 
The Sheriff was then dispatched to the 
jail to bring the principal witness for the 
prosecution, the famous W illiam Elton. 
H is present place of residence, as no ad­ 
m itted to the jury, is the penitentiary at 
San Quentin, where he is serving a term 
of five years for burglary. H e looked less 
cool and composed than he did when he 
first offered his story to the public six 
weeks ago. At that time he was not at 
all backward about expressing himself, 
and answered up roundly to all that was 
said to him. The course of training at the 
State’s Prison seems to have taken much 
of the spirit out of him. His natural tone 
of voice is loud and strident. 
No sooner 
did he begin his testimony, than it was 
evident to all who knew him that he was 
playing some sort of a new game. 
Iiis 
utterance was scarcely above a whisper, 
and could not be heard either by the re­ 
porter or the nearest juror, not to m en­ 
tion the rest of those interested. 
“ Come speak u p ! 
W hat do you mean 
by this performance ?” roared the attor­ 
neys for the defense. 
Elton eyed them coolly and proceeded 
in the same emaciated tone of voice. He 
had not gone ten words before the court 
reporter flung down bis pen in disgust, 
and half the jury were waving their fans 
and shouting “ louder.” 
For a time it 
looked as though the effort to elicit testi­ 
mony 
from 
the 
thief would have 
to 
be abandoned, 
every effort 
to 
indace him 
to speak in 
a 
tone 
of voice th at could be understood being 
of no avail. 
At last, after some twenty 
minutes of fruitless repetition of ques­ 
tions and answers, the Court turned on 
the young man very savagely and gave 
him to understand that this trifling had 
gone far enough and that if he had any 
object in offering his testimony he hail 
better speak as ho was ordered, or he 
would be promptly sent back to jail and 
thence dispatched north again. 
At this 
he seemed to think better of his deter­ 
m ination not to speak, and from that 
tim e his answers were perfectly audible 
H e told, in answer to the District At­ 
torney’s questions, 
substantially 
the 
sam e story that he had related in the 
lower court. 
He was a Londoner by 
birth and a clerk by profession. 
He had 
never stolen nor done anything wrong 
until he began to work for Lucas. lie 
had done detective work for Lucas in 
San Francisco, and upon coming to Los 
Angeles from Stockton last spring he 
appplied to him again for employment.

gave 
mo work,0 said he, 
“ of 
two 
kinds; 
one 
was 
to 
spot 
street 
cars 
and 
the 
other 
was 
to 
rustle. 
The latter 
m eant that I was to slip into houses and 
pick up whatever I could find of value, 
half the proceeds to go to me and the 
other half to Lucas. On streetcars I was 
to watch the conductors and see that 
they didn’t knock down any fares. 
If 1 
was caught inside of any house I was to 
show some letters which I had and to say 
I was looking for the person to whom 
they were addressed. Afterward he gave 
me a detective badge which I was to 
w ear to help me out of scrapes if I was 
caught. 
When I stole the purse in ques­ 
tion I took it to Lucas, who received it 
slyly without attracting notice. There 
was $25 in it, of which I extracted my 
half.” 
“ W hy didn’t you take it all?” asked 
the Court. 
“ Lucas would never have 
know n.” 
“ I am sure, I don’t know why I 
didn’t,” the thief answered innocently. 
“ W henever I wanted to speak to Lucas I 
used to get in front of the St. Elmo oppo­ 
site to the detective’s office and wipe ray 
face with my handkerchief. Then he 
would always come over. The rea­ 
son I did this was that he did not 
w ant the other employees in th e office 
to know that I worked for him . When I 
was arreBted Lucas tried to get me to 
plead guilty to petit larceny so as to get 
off with a light sentence. 
Before the 
police came down on me he warned me 
to look out and took my badge away. 
The eross-examiuatioa bids fair to be a 
long one. Judge Cheney ruled that as 
the character of the witness for truth and 
veracity is in question, it is admissable 
to review hia past life and actions. 
His 
present nam e he declared was William 
Elton, b ut to the question of whether he 
was ever called Ode Silveratone he re­ 
fused to give auy answer for the reason 
th a t he did not wish to disgrace his 
parents. 
He had been imprisoned for 
three months at Stockton under the name 
of George Moore, but he would not ad­ 
m it th a t he was a professional thief. Be­ 
ing asked how his portrait had strayed 
into Lucas’ rogues’ gallery, he told an 
entertaining Btory of how he had written 
to his mother that he was working for 
Lucas, and she had immediately sent 
th a t individual his photograph.

T h e W ay tb e F arm er Is Clnclted. 
The trium phant tone with which the 
Republican press started out to discuss 
th e tariff issue has very m uch moder­ 
ated, of late. They have discovered to 
th eir dismay th at both the facts and the 
argum ent are with the Democratic party, 
and that not even the terrifying appari­ 
tion of the Plumed Knight careering up 
th e harbor of New York with a score of 
whistling steam-tugs, is going to scare 
th e composed and complacent Democrats. 
W e have exactly the issue needed for 
■access, and in exactly the shape in which 
it will most profit us. 
The attem pt to vaunt the beauties of 
over-protection in California particularly 
partakes of Arctic frigor. Protection is 
costing our people, as can be easily 
dem onstrated, from $20,000,000 to $ 2 5 ,­ 
000,000 a year. The H e r a l d has pointed 
out the fact that the United 6tates Sub 
Treasurer in San Francisco sends to the 
Eastern depositories of the government 
nearly ten million dollars a year, and 
th is is bnt a fraction of tbe exactions of 
th e tariff. 
Tuesday’s Examiner con­ 
tained a carefully written article on how 
protection as applied to inte bags affects 
the California farm er. It say s: 
“ The policy of tariff reform has some­ 
thing to commend it to every class in the 
com munity. Just now we wish to ad­ 
dress the grain growers of California. 
“ You know that you are not directly 
protected. 
You have not even the ‘in­ 
cidental protection’ of a tariff for rev­ 
enue. 
You sell your grain under abso­ 
lute free trade, in competition with the 
peasants of Russia and the ryots of 
India. 
But you are told that your benefit 
from the war tariff is indirect—that the 
people for whose benefit you are taxed 
b ay grain with part of the money drawn 
irom your pockets, and that thus a home 
m arket is created for your products. 
“ W ell, there is nothing like coming 
down to details. 
Take the case of jute 
bags, and let us see where the balance of 
benefit comes in. 
“ You are taxed by am ounts varying 
from $250,000 to $800,000 a year in pro­ 
tective dnties on grain sacks. 
Read to­ 
day’s Examiner and find out what that 
m oney accomplishes for American in­ 
dustry. 
“ There is just one private m ill engaged 
in m aking grain bags in California. 
Its 
total paym ents for wages never reach 
half the am ount you pay in duties to pro 
tect it, and sometimes fall below one- 
sixth. It employs 400 hands, of whom 
■boat 140 are Chinamen, who live herded 
in a filthy slave-pen, and tb e rest are 
women and girls, some of them specially 
im ported from Scotland and paid less 
then the Chinese. 
“ You have to buy your sacks at 7 or 8 
cen tB apiece, of which at least 2 cents is 
tax , and sell them , along with your 
wheat, in a foreign m arket, at a little 
over a cent. 
You sell them for about 
half th e amount of the duty. 
“ Now what is the value of the home 
m arket which costs you $450,000 in taxes 
this year to support? 
The Chinamen 
employed in Mr. Drexler’s jute mill eat 
rice, which you do not produce. 
The 
women and girls, at a liberal estimate, 
may consume 1,500 bushels of wheat a 
year, or the product of seventy-five acres. 
The value of this m arket is about $1,000, 
and the price it pays is fixed by the 
prices in England. 
“ Here, then, is your balance sheet for 
the year, in the m atter of jute bags: 


H ig h P ro tectio n the ( 'h u m p of L ock­ 
out* an d P a n ics. 
There is one aspect of over-protection 
which íb often overlooked and which has 
no affinity, near or remote, with any 
legitimate national policy, and that is 
the inevitable effects (1) to confine our 
m arkets to the United S tates; and (2 ) 
to glut those markets. 
The natural 
outcome of these two causes is to produce 
strikes and to make the wage-earner ab­ 
solutely dependent upon his employer. 
In any reasonable scheme of protection 
the aim would be not to pamper any in­ 
dustry but to encourage it. That is the 
Democratic programme, and under it 
production would be regular and uniform 
and there would be steady employment 
for workingmen. Over-production caused 
the famous panic of 1873, which did not 
fully disappear until 1879. All the roll­ 
ing mills and foundries of the country 
were filled with iron rails and other spe­ 
cialties for which there was not a suffi­ 
cient dem and in the United States, and 
they were not salable abroad except at 
a ruinous sacrifice. As a result of this 
famous collapse, labor was prostrated all 
over the United States, and for years. 
The Mills bill contains a wise provision 
as to the lowering of the duty on steel rails 
from $17 to $10 per ton. If our rail men 
should elect to co-operate with the wise 
intentions of the Democratic leaders they 
would encourage the building of hundreds 
of railways whose construction is now- 
impossible on account of the high price 
of material, and they would be able to 
sell plenty of their products to the out­ 
side world—a consummation devoutly to 
be wished—thus keeping their mills run­ 
ning steadily, and guaranteeing the la­ 
borer continuous and rem unerative em­ 
ployment. 
They prefer, however, the 
shortsighted and 3elfish policy of running 
at high pressure for a portion of the year, 
and shutting down their works for the 
rem ainder of the season. In other words 
the employers pool their issues, bring 
about frequent lockouts, and occasion­ 
ally, as in 1873, are hoist by their own 
petard, being obliged to share themselves 
in the common ruin which their unwise 
action has brought about. 
The iron masters dare not let the coun­ 
try see the prosperity and contentment 
which would follow the going into effect 
of the Mills bill, and they will exert 
every energy to defeat it. Their success 
is highly probable with a Republican 
Senate. 
But they accomplish their ob­ 
ject at their peril. The sentiment 
favor of tariff revision and reduction has 
gained an irresistible momentum. Under 
the Democratic policy we should not 
only be able to manufacture for our own 
people, but for the world at large. The 
people are beginning to comprehend the 
question as never before, and they will 
render an unmistakable verdict on the 
issue at the coming election. 


T est im o n y in our telegraphic columns 
given before the House Comm ittee on 
the whisky trust, is commended to the 
careful attention of Republicans who 
claim that the proposition of their party 
to take the tax off spirits would not 
stim ulate the production of the same and 
cheapen the price thereof. 
The distiller 
whose testimony is referred to, thinks it 
would make whisky very plentiful and 
cheap. 
He does not think it would 
be any benefit to the trade as a whole. 
This is the sound position which the 
Democratic party occupies on this sub­ 
ject. Our opinion is that the paying of 
the whisky tax is a purely voluntary 
matter. Each man can abolish it for 
himself when he approves of so doing. 
Beverages are a luxury, and as such 
ought to bear a large portion of the bur­ 
dens of Government. The Republican 
policy of cheap whisky and dear blankets, 
of free drinks and taxed salt is not a 
sound one, and will not prove to be a 
popular one.

“The very men for whose benefit you 
are paying taxes of half a million a year 
on your bags have been at the head of 
all the combinations to corner the supply 
and cinch the farmers. And yon have 
not even the satisfaction of feeling that 
you are helping to support working peo- 
jpte in comfort. The same men that levy 


T h e H e r a l d has several tim es gone to 
considerable trouble in its efforts to show 
that the proposed reduction of the duty 
on raisins by the Mills bill, from 2 cents 
to 1% cents a pound, would work no 
hardship to California grape growers— 
that, in fact, it is a matter of too trifling 
im port to deserve serious attention. 
In 
support of this theory it prints state­ 
ments of the large protits made by grape- 
growers. Now, naif a cent a pound on 
raisins is, at five pounds of grapes to the 
pound of raisins, equivalent to 2% cents 
a pound, or $ 5 0 a ton on grapes. In this 
section $20 a ton is considered a fair 
price for Muscat grapes, and large quan­ 
tities were sold last year at considerably 
lower figures.

The reduction of half a cent a pound 
on raisins is exactly $10 a ton on a staple 
that sells for a large sum of money, and 
which is now protected to the extent of 


$4 0 a ton. The H e r a l d has shown, by 
the testimony of the two largest raisin 
growers in California, the Messrs. Butler 
and Blowers, that the reduction is not ex­ 
cessive. Both of these gentlemen say 
they are satisfied with the duty as estab­ 
lished by the Mills bill. 
If they can

WHISKY TRUST 
INVESTIGATED 


Bill for Bi-Metal Redemption Fund. 
Uncle Sam’s Confederate 
W ar Claims. 


| A ssociated P ress D isp a tc h e s to th e H e r a l d , 1 


W a s h in g t o n , July 27.—In the Senate 
Sherman gave notice th a t as soon as the 
Sundry Civil Appropriation bill would be 
disposed of he would insist on getting the 
Fisheries Treaty out of the way, and he 
hoped to do so early next week. The 
Senate then proceeded to the considera­ 
tion of the Fisheries Treaty in open 
executive session, and was addressed by 
Saulsbury in favor of its ratification. 
The Democratic Senators he said had not 
opposed an open executive session from 
any apprehension that a public discus­ 
sion of the treaty would injure the Ad­ 
ministration or the Democratic party. 
On the contrary, they believed a full 
understanding of it would commend it to 
tbe favorable judgm ent of the country as 
wise and just settlem ent of the con­ 
troversy which had at times threat 
ened the harm ony and peace of the 
whole country. The treaty, while secur 
ing to the United states valuable rights 
and privileges 
hitherto denied, and 
which no previous adm inistration had 
been able to secure, gave up no undis­ 
puted right or any privilege th it could 
be justly regarded as of the slightest 
value. 
At the close of Saulsbury’s speech the 
Fisheries treaty went over without action 
and the Senate proceeded to the consid 
eration of the Sundry Civil Appropriation 
bill. 
The am endm ent to strike out the 
item for a Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing, with the proviso that there 
Bhall not be any increase in the num ber 
of steam plate printing machines in that 
bureau, was opposed by Blair and re­ 
jected after some discussion. 
Among the am endm ents reported and 
agreed to were the following: 
Increas­ 
ing the appropriation for the repairs of 
lighthouses, etc.,. from $300,000 to $325,­ 
000; increasing the appropriation ior the 
salaries of lighthouse keepers from $585,­ 
000 to $600,000; increasing the appropri­ 
ation for lighting rivers, from $235,000 to 
$250,000; inserting the item of $50,000 
for expenses of enforcing the Alien Con­ 
tract Labor law s; $450,000 for expenses 
in collecting the revenue customs in 
18 8 9 in addition to the perm anent ap­ 
propriation ; $100,000 for tne survey and 
re-location of the l*>undary lines between 
the U nited States and Mexico west of 
the Rio Grande.

Although the House Committee on 
Commerce has already directed a report 
to be made to the House on the Senate 
bill to amend the Inter-State Commerce 
act, the subject was opened this morning 
for the purpose of enabling Representa­ 
tive O’Neill, of Pennsylvania, to offer an 
additional am endm ent providing that 
after ninety days from the passage of the 
act, it shall be unlawful for any common 
carrier to engage in the transportation of 
property between* the several States and 
Territories of the United States, or be­ 
tween any place in the United States and 
a foreign country, over any route which 
includes as a part thereof a railway or 
water route outside of the United States, 
without first having produced a license. 
This is the am endm ent which was in­ 
tended to counteract the effects of the 
Inter-State Commerce law on the Canad­ 
ian routes. 
After a long discussion, the 
am endm ent was agreed to by a vote of 
G to 4.

P roperty to W hich U ncle Sam H as 
I all*! C laim . 
W a s h in g t o n , July 27.—In response to 
the Senate resolution, calling on him for 
evidence in the Treasury departm ent, re­ 
lating to the property of the United 
States, to which the United States has 
valid claim, and which is held in adverse 
possession, the Secretary of the Treasury 
to-day transm itted to the Senate the re­ 
port of the Solicitors of the Treasury and 
Commissioners of Internal Revenue on 
the subject. 
The most interesting of the 
documents returned is a letter from Mr. 
Littlepage, lately employed as an agent 
of the Treasury to assist in the preven­ 
tion and detection of 
frauds 
upon 
customs 
revenues. 
In 
a 
letter 
dated November 
11. 
1887, he s; . 
he went to his homo 
in Virginia 
to examine his old Confederate papers 
made and received while in Europe un­ 
der an order of the then Confederate 
States Government, to obtain accurate 
data. 
H e says he found in the winter of 
1834 that he was ordered to the Confed­ 
erate ship, The Texas, alias The Pom- 
peiro. This vessel was built at Glasgow, 
and was a No. 1 sloop-of-war, and was to 
have received her arm am ent and equip­ 
ment while lying off the Coast of England 
by another vessel. Cap ain H enry Sin­ 
clair, of the Confederate States Navy, 
superintended the construction of the 
vessel, her cost being $1,400,000, all of 
which was fully paid by the Confederate 
Government. 
The 
vessel, 
he 
savs, 
started to sea, but having been reported 
as a Confederate cruiser, was seized. 
Captain Sinclair, rather than carry her 
through the courts, secured her release by 
guaranteeing she would hot go into the 
hands of the Confederacy. ~ He then 
chartered her, and when a few months 
after the Confederacy collapsed, she was 
sailing under the same charter. H e adds 
this vessel was fully paid for by the Con­ 
federate Government, and should belong 
to the U nited States. She is still valuable, 
and is now trading between Edinburg 
aud Copenhagen. 
He adds their other 
Clyde 6teamer, constructed by the Con­ 
federate Government, was similarly dis­ 
posed of by their agents or Captains, 
which should belong to the United States. 
There were two ram s built by Baird & 
Co., on the Mersey, ostensibly for the 
Chinese Government, but Inspected and 
tested by Confederate officers. 
They 
were, he said, seized by the British au­ 
thorities, and were finally disposed of by 
Confederate agents, and are now in the 
British navy, having recently been seen by 
Admiral Luce at Bermuda, flying the 
British flag. 
Littlepage also speaks of 
certain 
powerful Clyde-built steamers 
and ram s built for the Confederate Gov­ 
ernm ent, and also states that parties 
who reeently visited Captain Sinclair’s 
house, noticed its linen, crockery, cut­ 
lery, etc., bore the letters C. S. N., 
which are supposed to have come from 
the Texas. He adds that two ne w Clyde- 
built steam ers, the City of Petersburg 
and the Old Dominion, which were 
built for the Confederate Government 
and paid for by it, are now running be­ 
tween Liverpool and Dublin. 
Littlepage 
files an itemized statem ent of Confeder­ 
ate property unrecovered by the United 
Government, amounting to $30,000,000, 
most of which is in English hands.

W a s h in g t o n , July 27.—At a meeting 
of the II juse Committee on Manufactures 
to-day, Chairman Bacon announced that 
the committee would proceed to the in­ 
vestigation of 
th e so-called W hisky 
Trust, and called J. M. Atherton, of 
Louisville. 
The com pany's headquar­ 
ters, witness said, were located in Larne 
county, Kentucky. 
It was not engaged 
in distilling whisky, but in handling the 
whisky of a num ber of firms who do a 
distillery business in their own names. 
Witness said most of the large distillers 
of fine Kentucky whisky entered into an 
agreement by which they bound them 
selves to produce no whisky in the fiscal 
year of 1888. 
The combined produc­ 
tion of these 
signers was estimated 
at three and a half million dollars. 
The agreement grew out of the fact 
that there had been a very large over­ 
production of whisky. In order to pro­ 
tect the owners of this whisky from the 
effects of this over-production, an agree­ 
ment to suspend operations from July 1, 
1887, to July 1, 1888, was entered into. 
This agreement witness desired to say 
was Dot in the nature of a trust. 
There 
was no consolidation of property, 
merging of interests. W itness was asked 
by B uchanan: 
“ Excluding the internal revenue tax 
w hat is the cost of a gallon of whisky 
laid down in the bonded warehouse?" 
W itness—That depends upon a great 
many factors which vary considerably, 
but assuming that corn sells for 50 cents, 
rye for 80 cents and m alt for 80 cents a 
bushel, a gallon of standard Bourbon 
whisky, with interest on plant, would 
cost say 30 cents; not including interest 
on plant, about 23 to 27 cents. 
Buchanan—W hat would be the effect 
of requiring the tax to be paid when the 
whieky is produced, this is abolishing the 
bonded period? 
Witness—It would substantially de­ 
stroy th e manufacture of fine whiskies, 
because of the increased cost of whiskies 
when they were fit for use, growing out 
of the fact that every gallon that evapor­ 
ated would be a tax-paid gallon, and be­ 
cause of the heavy expense of carrying 
the whisky for several years, insurance, 
etc. The am ount of money required in 
the business would be so great that no 
distiller could do much unless he was a 
millionaire. 
Such a law would lead to 
combinations, and rich 
combinations 
would absorb all. 
W. H. Thomas, of Louisville, testified 
that one of the reasons of the export of 
whisky to Europe was, he and others be­ 
lieved because Kentucky whisky was bet­ 
ter than foreign compoundliquorsan J they 
might make a m arket for it in Europe*. 
Ninety per cent, of the whisky exported 
was owned by the wholesale dealers, and 
he believed if they all united they could 
build up a trade in Europe, 
fie was not 
in favor of the repeal of the tax for the 
reason th at every farmer with a stream 
near his farm, would go into business 
and ruin the distillers by over-production. 
With no tax, he believed there would be 
ten times the am ount consumed.

W a s h in g t o n , July 27.—Senator Palmer 
to-day introduced (by request) a bill pro­ 
viding th at the fund held for the re­ 
demption of United States notes, shall be 
composed of gold and silver. It provides 
th at the fund now held in gold coin or 
gold bullion in the treasury for the re­ 
demption 
of 
United States Treasury 
notes, and that which may hereafter ac­ 
cumulate, shall hereafter be composed 
half of gold and half of silver; namely, 
one-half to be gold coin or gold bullion 
and one-half silver bullion of standard 
fineness equal in value to the gold half. 
The Secretary of the Treasury is author­ 
ized to purchase $5,000,000 worth of 
silver bullion per m onth (said bullion to 
be the product of United States mines) 
and have it prepared in ingots of suitable 
form and weight for paying for it with 
gold coin from the redemption fund. This 
silver bullion shall be substituted in the 
redemption fund for the gold coin with­ 
drawn therefrom. 
These purchases are 
to continue until the present amount of 
gold coin and gold bullion in the redemp­ 
tion funds shal I be reduced to $50,000,­ 
000. 
Any holder of United States notes 
demanding their redemption shall be 
paid half in gold coin and half with either 
silver bullion or with standard silver dol­ 
lars. 
If paid with silver dollars, then 
there B hall be coined from the silver bul­ 
lion in the redemption fund, enough bul­ 
lion to produce the standard silver dollars 
paid out. These shall be placed in the 
general Treasury fund in place of those 
withdrawn therefrom. When the normal 
ratio of silver to gold (about 15)* to 16 of 
silver to one of gold) shall have been re­ 
stored, the silver bullion in the redem p­ 
tion fund shall be coined into standard 
silver dollars, and half of the redemption 
fund shall beheld in standard silver dol 
lars.

Mauy suffer- 
erf ar“ obliged to lie with the head very much 
elevated in order to sleep with some degree 
of comfort. 
Iu others, a tough, viscid and offensive phlegm 
collects behind aud ubove the soft palate, in 
the passage between the throat and head, ad­ 
hering to the parts with glulsh tenacity, its 
lodgement embarrasses respiration and create 
a sensation of irritation aud unerihiness in the 
affected locality, which gives rise to a constant 
and almost irresistible desire to relieve tho dis­ 
comfort by drawing the mucus into the throat, 
so as to eject it by the mouth.
